ROADS IN BETTER CONDITION

Split-Log Drag of Great Service in
Keeping Thoroughfares In Shape
—How It Is Built.

The use of the split-log drag is im-
portant in putting the roads in shape.
There are over 2,000,000 miles of earth
roads In the country, and the split-log
drag 18 of great service in keeping
them in economical repair. The drag
is used in many states and in foreign
countries. It Is used with two, three,
or four horses, and is easily con-

structed.

It Is a mistake to construct a heavy
drag. A dry red cedar log is the best
material for & drag. Red elm and wal-
nut when thoroughly dried are excel-
lent, and box elder, soft maple, or éeven
willow ara preferable to oak, hickory
or ash.

The log should be seven or elght
feet long, and from ten to twelve
inches in dlameter, and carefully split
down the middle. The heaviest and
best slabs should be selected for the
front. At a point on the front slab
four inches from the end that Is to be
at the middie of the road locate the
center of the hole to receive a cross
stake, and 22 inches from the other
end of the front slab locats the center
for another cross stake. The hole
for the middle stake will lle on a line
connecting and halfway between the
other two.

The back slab should then be placed
in a potition behind the other. From
the end at the middle of the road
measure 20 Inches for the center of
the cross stake, and six inches from
the other end locate the center of the

outside stake. Find the center of the
middle hole as before. When these
holes are brought opposite each other,
one end of the back slab will lie 16
inches nearer the center of the road-
way than the front one, The holes
should be two inches In diameter. Care
must be taken to hold the auger plumb
in boring these holes in order that
the stakes shall fit properly.

The two slabs should be held 30
inches apart by the stakes. The
stakes should taper gradually toward
the ends, There should be-no shoul
der at the point where the stakes en-
ter the slab. The stakes should be
fastened in place by wedges only.
When the stakes have been placed in
position and tightly wedged a brace
two inches thick and four inches wide
should be placed diagonally to (hem
at the ditch end. The brace should be
dropped on the front slab, so that its
lower edge shall lle within an inch of
the ground, while the other end
ghould rest In the angle, between the
slab and the end stake. A strip of
iron about three and one-half feel long,
threo or four inches wide, and one-half
of an inch thick may be used for the
blade.

An ordinary trace chain is strong
enough to draw the implement, Pro-
vided the clevis is not fastened
through & link. The chaln should be
wrapped around the rear stake, then
pagsed over the (ront glab. Ralsing the
c¢hain at this end of the slab allows
the earth to drift past the face of the
drag The other end of the ¢hain
should be passed through the hole in
the end of the slab.

ORIGIN OF WHITE WYANDOTTE

White Cochin Blood Was Introauced
in Making of Breed as Feathers
on Legs Would Denote,

A question has been asked relative
to the Wyandotte breed. and why the
White Wyandotte will sometimes show
a dark feather and even show a faint
raff of feathers on Its lega? There
are several varieties now of the Wyan-
dotte, but the first to be admitted to
the standard was the Silver Wyan-
dotte. From the first the Bilver Wyan:
dotte had the rose comb, The next

Flock of White Wyandottes,

varlety of Wyandottes to be admitted
was the White Wyandotte. The Towle
and the Briggs Wyandoltes werea the
first to be shown, each of these [anciers
stating that the White Wyandottes
kept by theéem came as sports from
the Sllver Wyandotte, and yet claim
ls made that no one can tell exactly
where the first Wyandotte originated,
as several breeders must have been
breeding for this type of fowl al about
the same time, and that all the early
White Wyandottes were gports from
the Silver variety is not likely to be
true,. It is thought that wnite Cochin
blood was introduced in the making of
the White Wyandotte at the beginning,
as the size, shape and color of the
eggs not only denotes this, but that
feathers appear at times oo the legs
makea this seem probable. Why dark
feathers often appear In certain of
these birds good enough to show Is
often a mystery to the breeder, These
seldom appear in such numbers that
they cannot handily be pulled out.
The purest plood may show these.
However, White Wyandottes are Im
proving away from most of their early
tendency to reversion.

HOME-GROWN POULTRY FEED

Not a Difficult Task to Get Eggs Dur
ing Winter If Ordinary Horse
Sense |ls Exercised.

To get egegs In winter under the con-
ditions obtainable on & general farm
is, I find, no diMcult task if ordinary
horse sepse is used In the matter of
feeding and housing, writes W. K,
Moore in an exchange. As far as pos-
sible 1 use the food grown on the farm,
feeding as soon after daylight as prae-
tieable a mash composed of flne corn
chop and alfalfa meal, half and balf
by measure. Feed all that the birds
will clean up by noon, then glve about
one gallon of oats to each 100 hens,
seattering it in straw litter In the
serntching shed or hon house. At
noon, or shortly after, I give all the
ear corn they will ¢lean up by night,
and let them shell it.

FFor a meat food 1 get good results
from the cracklings obtained from the
local butcher for one ¢ent per pouad
of which 1 give about two pounds to
every hundred hens three times m
weel. 1 find that a good way to do
this s to mix the ecracklings in the
mash when steaming it; this softens
them so that the fowls will gel avery
part that is not bone. [ keep oyster
shell and dry eracked bone before
them st all times

The mash referred to ia mixed dry,
and bolling water is poured over it
and it is left to steam for at least
two hours—er better, over night, For
variely, | mix with the mash potatoes,
beets or anything of the kind that s
obtainable; however, a diet of oats,
corn and alfalfa, with a Hitle meat,
will give good profit In eggs.

The poultry house must be airtight
and watertight on four sides, the top,
north, enst and west, The floor may
be of earth if proper draisage s ar
ranged o that it will always be dry,
and most of the somh side may be
made of common unbleached muslin,

Feed White Clover Hay.

White ¢lover hay is the richest in
lime, Feading clover is a préeventive
of soft-shelled eggs. Cut clover hay
bas helped revolutionize the poultry
business Red clover hay contains
about twenty-eight pounds of llme to
the thousand pounds. Beald the hay
at night, and keep it covered, so It ean
steam. See that the clover Is cut to
one-third to onehall inch lengths,
When longer it is apt to puck in the
crop, causing crop-bound.
